“Every year I do more work with the 
aids and less with the books themselves. 
This seems necessary, since when they go 
into the small libraries in the middle west, 
as many of them do, they must select their 
books from aids and not from direct ex- 
amination of the books themselves.” 


Miss Rathbone, Vice-Director of 
Pratt Institute Library School, writes: 

“Your letter came while I was away for 
a few days. I read it to the class and 
asked for a showing of hands of those who 
had made actual use of the Book Review 
Digest; practically every hand was raised. 
I feel, perhaps from the point of view of 
the Digest itself, that the best work the 
copies do is in getting the class into the 
Digest habit, and I am sure from the unan- 
imity with which they voted that every 
member of the class is acquiring a habit 
which will not easily be broken. 

“A number of the girls said that they 
find the Digest of use in their Fiction Semi- 
nar and in Current Topics. One who was 
a children’s librarian before coming to us 
said, ‘I find it particularly useful to keep 
in touch with the recent juvenile books 
which time and environment have made 
less possible this year than formerly.’”

A letter from Miss Edna M. Sanderson, 
Registrar of the New York State Library 
School, quotes statements from the in- 
structors in the junior and senior book se- 
lection courses: 


“Mr, Porter says ‘In the junior course 
in selection of books, the Digest is used 
in connection with the study of book re- 
views and aids to book selection both as an 
index to reviews and as a summary of 
opinion.’ 


“Miss Eastwood says ‘The study of the 
value of the Book Review Digest as an 
aid to book selection is the required work 
in the senior course in selection of books. 
At least one of the monthly numbers is 
checked by each senior for some special 
type of library after a careful examination 
of the individual entries and reviews. The 








work is assigned to the class in connec- 
tion with their problems and extends over 


several class periods.’” 

Miss Corinne Bacon says: 

“I use the Book Review Digest in the 
Junior Book Selection Course in the New 
York Public Library School. Two num- 
bers are checked by the class, purchases for 
a small public, large public, and college 
library being indicated. The work is dis- 
cussed in class. Other numbers of the 
Digest given to students are supposed to 
be examined by them. I take up the Di- 
gest in detail in my lectures on Aids in 
book selection. Problems in selection, as- 
signed from time to time, also involve the 
use of the Digest. It may also be consulted 
in connection with the work on annotation. 

“Miss Sutliff also uses the Digest in her 
classes in connection with problems in ref- 
erence work.” 


Much the same use is made of the Di- 
gest in the School of Library Science, of 
Simmons College, of which Miss June Don- 
nelly is Director. Miss Donnelly says: 


“The Book Selection class has been the 
main user of it. They have used the copies 
you have been good enough to send us 
monthly partly to get a swift view of the 
better books of the month, partly for es- 
timates of individual books which they de- 
sired information about, and partly as a 
study in book annotation. We also use the 
Book Review Digest in our bibliography 
courses.” 


In the Carnegie Library School of Pitts- 
burgh, the numbers are distributed to mem- 
bers of the class regularly, but they are not 
used definitely in connection with class 
work. 


Miss Felsenthal, of the University of II- 
linois Library School, makes several help- 
ful suggestions as to the ways in which 
the Digest can and has been used: 

“At one point in our course the Digest 
receives considerable emphasis, The stu- 
dents are required to become acquainted 
with all the titles on our list of recom- 
mended aids in book selection. Along with 
the A.L.A. series and a few others, the 
Book Review Digest is studied with spe- 
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cial thoroughness, and its purpose and 
value as an aid to the librarian are dis- 
cussed in class. In preparation for this the 
files of bound volumes, as well as recent 
numbers, are used. 

“The students consult the bound volumes 
also in preparing analyses of the books on 
their reading list. Their outline includes 
one heading which calls for a summary of 
the opinions of critics and in a great num- 
ber of cases the entry in the Digest fur- 
nishes the answer to this. Students are 
advised to begin with the Digest so as to 
get in the quickest way a general view of 
the manner in which the book has been re- 
ceived, and the points both favorable and 
unfavorable which have been brought out 
in reviews, One or two of the articles re- 
ferred to are required to be read in full. 

“As a basis for discussion of current 
books, we use the Publishers’ Weekly, an 
unselected list being best for our purpose. 
This is supplemented by examination each 
month of a number of the new books. But 
it is obviously impossible to examine each 
time more than a small proportion of those 
which really deserve consideration, and we 
depend upon the Book List (A.L.A.) and 
the Book Review Digest for information as 
to the others. The copies of the Digest 
which you are kind enough to send us are 
distributed. 

“Later in the year we shall make use of 
the Digest in connection with opr study 
of book reviews, the excerpts under a 
single title frequently furnishing excellent il- 
lustrations of the way in which reviewers 
differ. The students will, of course, study 
the journals at first hand, but a point like 
this, being represented graphically, so to 
speak, in the Digest, comes out with spe- 
cial clearness here. 

“The current numbers can also be used 
as a check on the conclusions reached in 
class discussion, as to the value of books 
listed in Publishers’ Weekly which have

The success of The H. W. Wilson Com- 
pany is peculiarly dependent upon mutual 
cooperation of the management, employees 
and supporting libraries. It has been the 
policy oj the company from the beginning 
to consider first a all the best interests of 
the group of libraries served and to give 
to them the virtual direction of its policies. 
No important change in the publications 
is made without the point at issue first 
being submitted for a referendum vote of 
the supporting libraries. The latch string 
of the home office has always been on the 
outside for any librarian who cares to visit 
the company. We try to make every libra- 
rian feel a personal and proprietary interest 
in the bibliographical service he receives. 


It has therefore seemed wise, and in keep- 
ing with our policy, to take our patrons into 
our confidence, to publish a tabulated state- 
ment of the finances of the company, cover- 
ing the entire period since the organization 
of the company in 1902. 

The “balance sheet” is a detailed statement 
of assets and liabilities on March 31, 1916, 
1917 and 1918. It will be evident that if ac- 
counts receivable were all paid, there would 
be sufficient funds to pay all notes and ac- 
counts payable. The item of inventory covers 
stock of completer publications and the actual 
amount invested in unfinished publications.

1911, grows to $54,088.51 in 1918, and that the 
credit item of “Good Will” first introduced in 
1911 has been entirely eliminated. This con- 
servative policy was adopted at the suggestion 
of Marwick, Mitchell, Peat & Company, who 
have audited our books begi ning in IQII. 
The tabulation entitled “The Profit and 
Loss Account” shows the record of business 
for the years ending March 31, 1916 and 1918. 
From the net sales for the year is deducted 
the cost of sales which means the cost of 
manufacture, including editorial work and 
printing, together with expenses of the edi- 
torial department. From the gross profit 
arising from these sales must’ be deducted 
selling and administrative expenses. The first 
item entitled “Administrative Expenses and 
Salaries” covers salaries and expenses of the 
penta and secretary of the company. 
he amount represented by this item shows 
that the company is not extravagant in its ad- 
ministrative salaries and expenses. 


The Past Year 


This past year completes sixteen years of 
the operation of the Company and marks the 
close of a twenty-year period since the begin- 
ning of the publishing business now con- 
tinued by the Company. During the year it 
was determined that we should make one 
more and, we hope, the final move. After an 
experience of four years near the publishing 
center it seemed clear that a location con- 
venient to the center of the city would be 
most desirable. While we did not desire to 
make so important and expensive a change 
during war time, a prompt decision was 
practically forced upon us by the owner of 
the building we occupied, by his arbitrary 
stand as to charge for rental, his requirement 


for a long-term lease, and refusal to put the 
building into ‘satisfactory condition for use. 

Since we felt compelled to seek new quar- 
ters it seemed most necessary to choose a 
building and site that would be permanently 
satisfactory. The building purchased did not 
meet our ideals at the time, but promised 
advantages that are slowly being realized, 
both in the suitability of the building for our 
purposes and in transportation facilities. The 
improvements we have put into the building 
have made it much more satisfactory and 
comfortable than the one we previously 
rented. We now have an “L“ station within 
a block, and within a month the Lexington 
subway will be completed which will give us 
the use of both “L” and subway, either to- 
ward the city or to the country. 

On the whole we find that we have 
moved to a location that is satisfactory 
to us, that the building is efficient in use, 
and that we have a property that is worth 
substantially more than it has cost us and 
is likely to increase in value. 

We should have preferred to wait two years 
longer until we had reinforced our exchequer 
with the proceeds of the sale of the United 
States Catalog Supplement and until we had 
covered all of the expenses of the moving of 
1913, one-fifth of which was charged to each 
fiscal year, but we were not permitted to 
choose. There was unavoidable loss of time 
and efficiency during the confusion of moving 
and becoming settled and adjusted in the new 
surroundings. The actual outlay for expense 
of moving is included temporarily in the as- 
set column with the understanding that one- 
fifth of it will be charged to current expense 
each year. In this manner this unusual ex- 
pense is distributed over a period of five

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years. It is of course impossible to capitalize 
the time of executives and time lost by the 
staff or the necessarily impaired efficiency 
during the time of the confusion. This is 
an unusual expense borne by the current 
year. 

In consideration of all this, the fact that 
our annual statement shows a very slight re- 
duction in the surplus is indeed not surpris- 
ing. We congratulate ourselves that we have 
done so well. We have moved and taken root 
in a new place, we have passed thru the first 
year of the war, our subscription lists have 
grown just a little where we feared there 
might be a falling off, and we have put the 
Readers’ Guide Supplement and the Industrial 
Arts Index on the new “Service Basis” so 
that these publications will now be nearly or 
quite self-supporting. 

We have done all this in a “lean year” when 
we had no large publication to sell, and we 


have had to depend for earnings on cur- 
rent subscriptions and the usual s pub- 
lications. mn the whole the affai the 


Company are in a stronger and more satis- 
factory condition than ever before, and we 
have reason to believe that the coming year 
will show a satisfactory increase in the sur- 
plus account. 


Growth More Rapid 


In presenting these figures which set 
forth the growth and present standing of 
the Wilson Company, it may be interest- 
ing to compare the sales of the company 
years 1914, 1915, 1916 and 1917. It will be 
noticed that the sales are increasing rapidly. 
The considerable increase of sales for the 
first half of 1916 is due to the fact that the 
five-year volume of Readers’ Guide 1910-14 
was shipped out during this period.

Other Publications Needed 


There is a constant demand from li- 
brarians for indexes covering. other fields 
than those now covered and it is evident 
that the work the company is now doing 
is only a fraction of what it should do and 
of what can be done with mutual advantage 
to the company and cooperating libraries. 

The Wilson Company now employs 
about 125 people who devote their entire 
time to the compiling, printing and selling 
of these publications, but this group serves 
about five thousand libraries. There are a 
number of large libraries who employ a 
larger staff for their own local work only. 
As soon as there is a more general ap- 
preciation of the possibility of relegating 
to a central office much of the indexing and 
cataloging now being performed in indi- 





vidual libraries at an expenditure of so 
much time and money, the libraries of this 
country can save millions of dollars an- 
nually. 


Dividends 


We believe that full publicity. regarding 
the affairs of the Wilson Company will be 
to the best interest of all concerned. We 
are sure that on the one hand the profits 
are not so large as to appear unreasonable 
and on the other that they are sufficient to 
guarantee continuous and permanent suc- 
cess to the business and a safe investment 
for the stockholder. An increase in capital 
stock will enable the company to enlarge 
its field of operation to the advantage of 
libraries. Anyone buying stock may be 
assured of the regular dividend of 7 per 
cent on preferred stock; dividends have 
been paid promptly on January 1 every 
year since the organization of the com- 
pany in 1902. The common stock of the 
company, paying 8 per cent, is held almost 
entirely by those actively connected with 
the business and it is the desire and pur- 
pose of the company to encourage as many 
of the employees as possible to become 
stockholders. 

The common stock pays the slightly 
higher rate of 8 per cent but this is con- 
sidered only reasonable since all risks of 
the business are borne first by the com- 
mon stock, and preferred stock is guaran- 
teed as to principal and dividends before 
any dividends s can be paid to the holder of 
common stock. Therefore, considering the 
fact that the common stock takes the risk 
and that the success of the business is due 
to the efforts of the holders of common 
stock, the additional 1 per cent is, we feel 
sure, no more than reasonable. The earnings 
of the company above dividends are placed 
in a surplus account and serve the purpose 
of additional capital and at the same time, 
serve to guarantee the safety of all stock- 
holders. 


A Safe Investment 


Owing to the fact that the business of 
the company is developing very rapidly, we 
have increased the authorized capital stock 
of the company to $300,000.00. It was pro- 
posed to dispose of an equal amount of com- 
mon and preferred. Those connected with 
the business have subscribed for 100 shares 
of common stock and it is desired that 100 
shares of preferred stock be sold at this 
time. All stock is sold at par value in lots 
of one or more shares. Payment may be 
made at convenience. 

It seems especially appropriate that an 
institution doing a work such as is done 
by the Wilson Company, should find new 
stockholders among its patrons.

NOTES AND NEWS 


The March number of the Vermont Free 
Public Library Commission Bulletin, ven- 
tures to propound the following as a popu- 
lar definition of a pamphlet “Those paper- 
covered things that are always coming in 
and that nobody ever uses.” The article 
is, however, a serious and helpful contri- 
bution on the usefulness of the pamphlet 
and the means of making it most usable. 
The author quotes from Miss Philena M. 
Dickey’s Care of pamphlets and clippings 
in libraries (H. W. Wilson Co. 35c): “The 
value to the library of this mass of printed 
matter lies in the fact that it is the stuff of 
which reference books are made. Here one 
has, so to speak, the advance sheets of 
many expensive reference books at prac- 
tically no cost for acquisition and little for 


preparation and maintenance as compared 
with books.” And with the Agricultural 
Index and the Bulletin of the Public Affairs 
Information Service to aid the librarian in 
discovering, securing and cataloging de- 
sired pamphlets as they are issued, there is 
no reason why they can not easily be made 
a live and important contribution to the 
reference collection of any library.

THE STANDARD CATALOG 


Encouraged by the success of the Chil- 
dren’s Catalog, the 3500 title edition, of 
which we have been obliged to reprint, and 
to which we are preparing a supplement 
(see p. 204), The H. W. Wilson Company 
has been pushing the work on another vol- 
ume in the same series. This is the Stand- 
ard Catalog proper, a dictionary catalog of 
5,000 of the best books in all classes for 
adults. In deference to the wishes of sev- 
eral commission workers and other li- 
brarians, it has been decided to print the 
sociology section, (covering the Dewey 
decimal 300’s), in advance of the full catalog. 
This section will include about 1000 titles, 
with descriptive and evaluative notes, ar- 
ranged under class numbers, with an author 
and subject index. It will be issued in 
paper covers at a cost of one dollar. The 
list is already in galley proof, and has been 
sent out to a few librarians and other ex- 
perts for criticism and comment. The 
editor, Miss Corinne Bacon, hopes to have 
it in its final shape within the next few 
weeks. 

We have tried to compile a catalog that 
will not only be of use to the small library 
as a buying list, a reading list, and a partial 
catalog of the books in its collection, but 
that will also be of value to the large li- 
brary as a selected reading list of best 
books. We have tried to exclude such high- 
brow books as “no gentleman’s library 
should be without,” but which no one wants 
to read; and to include many thoughtful 
books that are sometimes, by those who 
fail to estimate accurately the intelligence 
in our smaller communities, considered too 


weighty for the small library. In short, we 
have assumed that library patrons, even in 
small towns, have brains, and that an in- 
creasing number of people, including many 
new women voters, are interested in pub- 
lic affairs. Special attention has been paid 
to books on education and on various phases 
of social and economic reform. 

Articles such as John Dewey’s “A new 
social science” (New Republic, April 6, 
1918) and Ordway Tead’s “Labor and re- 
construction” (Yale review, April, 1918), 
together with the Report on reconstruction 
after the war of the Sub-Committee of the 
British Labor Party, printed as part two of 
the New Republic for February 16, 1918, 
drive home to us the extent to which the 
present world struggle is scrapping our old 
economic and social ideals. Books written 
along the old lines are rapidly getting out 
of date. There seems, therefore, to be an 
especial need for an up-to-date catalog of 
books on social and economic subjects 
which, while retaining such of the older 
books as are the most useful for a small 
collection, or for the general reader, should 
apply other tests for selection than that 
of time, and should not hesitate to list 
books voicing the best thought of the pres- 
ent hour. These new, vital books are “best 
books” for the reader’s purpose in these 
days of upheaval and reconstruction. And 
if some of them are no longer “best tooks” 
in 1920, we shall drop those titles and sub- 
stitute others in the second edition of our 
Standard Catalog, for we hope to succeed 
in keeping up with the twentieth century.

The articles reprinted in this volume have 
been so selected as to tell the story of Russia’s 
growth from the days of Rurik down to the 
present time. The scope of the volume is 
admirably indicated by a list of the various 
headings under which the material is arranged : 
History, The Russian Empire, Political and 
Social Problems, Religion, The Jews, Russia 
in the European War, The Revolution of 1917, 
Literature, Art and Music. For the further 
assistance of the reader, there is included a 
selected bibliography, directions for pronoun- 
cing Russian names, a glossary of Russian 
words, a chronology of important events, and 
an index. 


VocaTIonaL Epucation. (The Handbook Ser- 
ies). Compiled by Emily Robison. 1,303 
pages, $1.50. 


The purpose of this volume is to represent 
in compact and convenient form the leading 
points of view in the discussion of the sub- 
ject of vocational education. Both vocational 
education in general and the teaching in the 
public schools of industrial commercial and 
household art subjects are covered. As a 
source book it will be helpful to teachers of 
vocational education and to students who are 
training to be public school teachers, as well 
as to persons who have only a general interest 
in education. Miss Robison outlines the sub- 
ject as a whole and directs one, through the 
bibliography, to investigation of its various 
phases. 


SELECTED ARTICLES ON THE CITY MANAGER 
PLAN OF GOVERNMENT. (Debaters’ Hand- 
book Series.) Compiled by Edward C. Ma- 
bie. xxix,245 pages, $1.25. 


In this handbook are gathered together ex- 
tracts from city manager charters and statutes, 
discussion of the theory and principles of the 
city manager idea, arguments favorable to the 
plan, a resume of high spots of accomplish- 
ment as told by city managers’ reports, argu- 
ments in opposition to the plan, and stories 
of cities in which the adoption of the plan has 
been accompanied by less favorable results. 





Affirmative and negative briefs and a selected 
bibliography are also included. 


SELECTED ARTICLES ON MUNICIPAL OwNeER- 
sHip. (Debaters’ Handbook Series.) 3d 
and enl. ed. compiled by Julia E. Johnsen.
